Two lots of butter were 
sent, made at Ames, la., and Cornish,

In it she says : 
“ I declare such a treaty to be an act 
of wrong towards the native and part- 
native people of Hawaii, an invasion of 
the rights of the ruling chiefs, in viola­ 
tion of international rights, both to­ 
ward my people and toward friendly 
nations with whom they have made 
treaties, the perpetuation of the fraud 
whereby the constitutional government 
was overthrown and finally an act of 
gross injustice to me. 
“The president of tho United States, 
the secretary of state aud an envoy 
commissioned 
by them reported in 
official documents that my government 
was unlawfully coerced by the forces, 
diplomatic and naval, of the Un nod 
States, that I was at tho date of their 
investigations the constitutional ru.or 
of my people. 
“ Such decision of the recognized 
magistrates of the United States was 
officially communicated to me and to 
Hanford B. Hole, and said Dole’s resig­ 
nation requested by Albert S. Willis. 
the recognized agent and minister of 
the government of the United States 
“ Neither tho above named commis­ 
sion nor the government which sends 
it has eve* received any such authority 
from the registered voters of Hawaii. 
but derives its assumed powers from the 
so-called committee of public safety, 
organized on or about Jan. 17, I HSU, 
said committee being composed largely 
of persons claiming American citizen­ 
ship, and uot one single Haw aiian was 
a member thereof or in any way par­ 
ticipated in the demonstration leading 
to its existence. 
“ Aly people, about 40,OOO in number, 
have in no way been consulted by those 
8,000 in number who claim the right to 
destroy the independence of Hawaii. 
My people constitute four-tifths of the 
legally qualified voters of Hawaii.” 
The impression is now prevalent in 
the senate, evon 
by the friends of 
Hawaiian annexion, that the treaty 
cannot he ratified at the present session 
if there is any such opiiositiou as 
promised. 
A notable document presenting the 
leading phases of the arguments for un- 
iioxutiou has come to light. It was pre­ 
p a re d bv Secretary Sherman and was 
addressed to tho president. 
The secretary said: “ It does not 
seem necessary to the present purpose 
of the undersigned to review the inci­ 
dent of I HSU, which similar treaty of 
cession was signed on Feb. 14 aud sub­ 
mitted to the senate,being subsequently 
withdrawn by tile president on the lith 
of March following. 
The negotiation, 
which has culminated in the treaty now 
submitted, bas not been a mere re­ 
sumption of the negotiation of I HIU, 
bat was initiated and has been con­ 
ducted u]K)h independent lines. 
Then 
an abrupt revolutionary movement had 
brought about the dethronement of the 
late queen and set up instead of the 
heretofore titular monarchy a provis­ 
ional government for the control and 
management of public affairs and the 
protection of the public peace, such 
government to exist only uutil terniH of 
union with tho United States should 
have been negotiated aud agreed upon. 
Thus self-constituted, 
its promoters 
claimed for it only a defacto existence 
until the purjnise of annexation in 
which it took rise should be accom­ 
plished. 
“ As timo passed and the plan of union 
with the United States became au un­ 
certain contingency, the organization 
of the Hawaiian commonwealth under­ 
went necessary changes; the temporary 
character of its first government ^ave 
place to a permanent scheme under a 
constitution trained by the representa­ 
tives of the electors of the islands, ad­ 
ministration by an executive council 
not chosen by suffrage but self-ap­ 
pointed was surrounded by au elective 
and parliamentary regime aud the 
ability of the new government to hold— 
aa the republic of Hawaii—an inde­ 
pendent place in the family of sover­ 
eign states, preserving order at home 
and fulfilling international obligations 
abroad, has been put to the proof. 
Recognized by tho powers by the early 
sending aud receiving of envoys, en­ 
forcing respect for the law and m ain­ 
taining peace within its island borders, 
Hawaii sends to the United States not 
a commission representing a successful 
revolution, but the accredited plenipo­ 
tentiary of a constituted and firmly 
established sovereign state. 
However 
sufficient may have been the authority 
of the commissioners’ with whom the 
United States government treated iii 
1898, aud however satisfied the presi­ 
dent may then have been of their 
power to offer the domain of the Ha­ 
waiian Islands to the United States, 
the fact remains that what they then 
tendered was a territory rather than 
an established government, a country 
whose administration had been cast 
down by a bloodless but complete revo­ 
lution aud a community in a state of 
political transition. 
‘‘Now, however, 
the republic of 
Hawaii approaches the United States 
as an equal and points for its authority 
to that provision of article 8a of the 
constitution, promulgated July 24,1894 : 
“The president, with the approval of 
the cabinet, is hereby authorized and 
empowered to make a treaty of political 
or commercial union between the re* 


ptlmlc ot H aw aii am i m e urn ten staves 
of America, subject to the ratification 
of the senate 
“There remained therefor*? the an­ 
nexation of the islands and their com­ 
plete absorption into the political sys­ 
tem of the United States as the only 
solution satisfying ull the given condi­ 
tions and promising permanency and 
mutual benefit. 
The present treaty has 
been framed on that basis, thus sub­ 
stantially reverting to the original pro­ 
posal of I HIU, and necessarily adopting 
many of the features of that arrange­ 
ment. 
As to most of these, the nego­ 
tiators have been constrained and lim­ 
ited bv the constitutional powers of the 
government of the United States. 
“ As in previous instances when the 
United States has acquired territory by 
treaty, it has been necessary to reserve 
all the organie provisions for the action 
of congress. If this was requisite in th** 
case transfer to the United States of a 
[>art of the domain of a titular sover­ 
eign, as in the cession of Louisiana by 
Fram e, of Florida by Spain, or of 
Alaska by Russia, it is thrmor*! re­ 
quisite when the act is not cession but 
union, involving the complete corpora­ 
tion of an alien sovereignty into the 
body jiolitic of the United States. 
For 
this the only precedent of our political 
history is found in the uncompleted 
treaty concluded 
during 
President 
G rant's administration, Nov. 19, 1889, 
for the annexation of the dominican 
republic to the United States. 
Fol­ 
lowing that example, the treaty now 
signed by the plenipotentiaries of the 
United States aud the republic of Ha­ 
waii reserves to the congress of the 
United States the determination of all 
questions affecting the form of govern­ 
ment of the annexed territory, tho citi­ 
zenship and elective franchise of its in­ 
habitants and the manner in whieh the 
laws of the United States are to be ex­ 
tended to the islands. 
“ In order that this independence of 
the congress shall be complete and un­ 
questionable and pursuant to the recog­ 
nized of public law that treaties expire 
with the independent life of the c on­ 
tracting state, there has been intro­ 
duced, out of abundant caution, an ex­ 
press proviso for the determ iipiion of 
all treaties heretofore concluded by 
Hawaii with foreign nations an*I the 
extension to the islands of the treaties 
of the United States. This leaves con­ 
gress free to deal with such especial 
regulation of the contract labor system 
of the islands as circumstances may re­ 
quire. 
There being no general pro­ 
vision of existing statutes to prescribe 
tho form of government for newly in ­ 
corporated territory it was necessary to 
stipulate, as in the dom incan precedent, 
for continuing the existing machinery 
of the government and laws in the 
Hawaiian Islands until provision shall 
be made by law for tho governnu nt us 
a territory of the United States of the 
domain thus incorporated 
into the 
Union ; but, having in view the peculiar 
status created 
in 
Hawaii by laws 
enac ted in execution of treaties hereto­ 
fore concluded between Hawaii and 
other countries, only such Hawaiian 
laws are thus provisionally continued 
as shall not be incompatible with the 
constitution or the laws of the United 
States or with tho provisions of this 
treaty. 
“ It will be noticed that express stipu­ 
lation is made prohibiting the coming 
of Chinese laborers from the Hawaiian 
islands to any part of our national ter­ 
ritory. 
This provision was proper and 
necessary in view of tho Chinese exclu­ 
sion acts, and it behooves the negotiat­ 
ors to see to it that this treaty, which 
in turn is to become, iii due constitu­ 
tional course, a supreme law of the 
land, shall HOI alter or amend existing 
law in this most important regard.”
